MOSCOW, Sept. 1.—Seven Geor- 
gian officials, convicted of plotting 
a revolt of shepherds against the 
Soviet Government, have been exe- 
cuted. Two others went to prison 
for 10 years and two were sen- 
tenced to eight-year terms. 

One of those executed was a 
woman. The _ Tiflis newspaper 
Dawn of The East said the group 
confessed membership in a “Right- 
ist-Terrorist™ organization headed 
by G. A. Mgaloblishvili, deposed 
Premier of the Georgian Soviet Re- 
public. 

Konstantin Abachedze, one of the 
seven, confessed he was ordered by 
Shalva Agnyashvili, former Vice- 
Premier of the Caucasian Repub- 
lic, to assassinate Lavrenty Berya, 
secretary ofthe Communist party 
of Georgia, 

The testimony disclosed that 
Agnyashvili was slated to head the 
Georgian Government after an 
armed insurrection. The rebellion, 
plotters said, was to be accom- 
plished this year if “capitalist coun- 
tries” opened war on the Soviet 
Union.

GEORGIA'S GOVERNOR TO THE 
GOVERNOR OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Paroles Convict on Condition He 

Spend Period of His Sentence 

in Bay State. 
By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 1—Gov. 
E. D. Rivers today paroled Flem- 
ing Willis, Atlanta Negro serving a 
chain gang sentence for lottery, on 
condition that he go to Massachu- 
etts. Gov. Charles Hurley of 
Massachusetts recently refused to 
extradite a Georgia chain gang 
fugitive caugut in Massachusetts. 
In his application for parole, Willis 
said he wanted to live in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Willis, 30-year-old Sunday school 
teacher, had served less than a 
month of a 10-month sentence. Un- 
der the terms of the parole, he 
must make his home in Massa- 
chusetts during the remainder of 
his sentence. 

“Gov. Hurley seems to be in need 
of extra lottery operators,” Gov. 
Rivers said. “I am accommodat- 
ing both Gov. Hurley and this pris- 
oner by signing his parole.” 

Gov.: Rivers referred to the resi- 
dence in Massachusetts of Will 
Cunningham, escaped Georgia con- 
vict, whom Gov. Hurley declined 
to extradite to Georgia. Cunning- 
ham, sentenced in Georgia for bur- 
glary, was arrested in Massachus- 
etts on a charge of conducting a 
lottery and was fined $300. 


SHARP POPULATION DROP 
INDICATED FOR BRITAIN 


Head of Sanitary Inspectors Says 
Inhabitants May Number Only 
5,000,000 a Century Hence, 
(Copyright, 1937.) 

LONDON, Sept. 1.—Great Brit- 
ain’s population may fall to 5,000,- 
000 in 100 years, if the present 
trend continues, and as it falls the 
population will be more and more 
composed. of aged people, it was 
stated by Sir Leonard Hill in his 
presidential address to the Sanitary 
Inspectors’ Association conference, 
The present population of Great 
Britain is about 42,000,000. 

He pointed out that in Great 
Britain, in every 100 persons, there 
are 23 under 15 years of age and 
12 over 60. 

In 30 years the figure will be 10 
and 24, and in 60 years, 4 and 45.

FATAL AIR GRASH LAID 
10 UNMARKED POLES 


Finding Says They Apparently 
Were Put Up Without Notice 
at Daytona Beach. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—The De- 

partment of Commerce said_ today 

that failure to give notice of the 


erection of an electric light pole 


‘was the “probable cause” of the 
airplane crash at Daytona Beach, 
Pla., Aug. 10. Four persons were 
killed and five injured in the 


crash. 
The plane, operated by Eastern 
Air Lines, Inc., of New York City, 


on a regular run between Chicago 
and Miami, crashed into the pole 
about 4:40 a. m. 

The department’s finding said 
the pole,.together with others new- 
ly erected, had been installed be- 
tween 9:30 p. m., Aug. 9, and 2 a. 
m., Aug. 10. 

“With respect to the erection of 
the poles in question,” the report 
said, “it does not appear that the 
Florida Power & Light Co. gave 
formal or informal notification of 
the fact of their erection prior to, 
during the course of, or at the com- 
pletion of their erection, to the op- 
erators of the aircraft, the airport 
authorities, or to any other govern- 
mental authority concerned with 
the safety of operation of aircraft 
at the airport. 

“Furthermore, it was estaolished 
that these poles were not lighted 
or marked in any manner which 
would serve to warn the crew of 
the plane of their presence.” 

The Florida Power & Light Co. 
put up the poles following failure in 
an underground circuit. The com- 
pany, seeking to establish that +t 
had given notice, said‘one of its 
employes used a public telephone in 
the air line’s administration build- 
irg at the airport to advise that the 
overhead line be rected. 

This call, the Commerce Depart- 
ment said, was alleged to have been 
made between 7:30 and 9:30 p. m., 
Aug. 9. The company said the men 
or duty in the airport office should 
have observed the men at work 
along the road with their equip- 
ment and lights, setting up the 
poles and stringing the wire, and 
also that the air lines using the 
airport knew from previous occa- 
sions that, as a temporary measure, 
such poles had been set up to give 
service to customers,

For three successive days now, 
the Japanese army headquarters 
has annnouced no decisive change 
in the war fronts north and south 
of Peiping. 

A force of 12,000 Japanese, strad- 
dling the Peiping-Hankow railroad 
in the vicinity of Lianghsiang, 25 
miles southwest of here, has been 
trying for a week to halt a strategic 
Chinese flanking movement in the 

western hills. 

The Japanese are facing superior 
strength and their effort to relieve 
the presgure on their flank is seem- 

‘ ingly meeting with meager success. 

Japanese Force Bézged Down. 

The weather, undoubtedly, is play- 
ing a major role in holding up the 
Japanese drive.. Torrential rains 
heave turned all roads into rivers 
and the fields are stretches of mud. 
Tne ord{narily i:'ghly mobile Jap- 
anese Brings (5 {tterally bogged down 
and unable to take advantage of its 
superior mechanized units. 

Advan.e units of the opposed 
armies are in contact on the three 
major N rth China fronts but with 
the posg:ble exception of the long 
drawn-out battle for Nankow Pass, 
80 miles to the northwest, no major 
batiles in the modern sense have 
been fought, 

There are some 200,000 Chinese 
soldiers in Southern Hopeh prov- 
ince, divided almost equally into two 
columns. One is based on Pao- 
tingfu, southwest of Peiping; the 
other is athwart the railroad run- 
ning south from Tientsin to Pukow 
in Eastern Hopeh. 

These troops include regular divi- 
sions of the central army, irreg- 
ulars an! provincial troops that 
shave stoci the brunt of the inter- 
mittent fighting since July 7. 

The units southwest of Peiping 
are the best equipped of the Chi- 
nese in the north and,are favored 
by terrain best suited to defensive 
operations, The Japanese command- 
ers expect the stubborn Chinese re- 
sistance to be most effective there.

Planes Bomb Communications. 


Japanese planes ranged over the 
western part of Shanghai, blasting 
at the Chinese cummunications 
with Nanking and other interior 
bases. 

In the Shanghai-Nanking 
Chinese were estimated to 
concentrated 250,000 soldiers. 
Opposed to these Japan was 
thought to have 100,000 men already 
landed or waiting to land from 
transports. . 

Within the French concession, 
where the majority of the Ameri- 
can population lives, conditions 
rapidly were becoming worse. Sim- 
ultaneously with the development of 
several cases of cholera among 
Chinese refugees, there was an out- 
break of typhoid and dysentery.

PLANE DOWN IN LAKE 
ONE FLYER MISSING 


Craft Pulled Up From Great 
Salt Lake and Found to Be 
Empty. 


By the Associated Press. 

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Sept. 
1.—The tail of an army plane that 
plunged into the Great Salt Lake 
last night was sighted from search- 
ing planes today, bt there was no 
trace of the missing mechanic, 
Henry Pearson. , 

Lieut. Lucian Powell, who swam 
two miles to shore, told his com- 
manding officer, Capt. D. W. Good- 
rich, that Pearson chose to stay on 
the plane. 

The tail was seen protruding 
from 12 feet of water approximate- 
ly five miles northwest of the south 
shore. A boat pulled it high in 
the water, and a searcher climbed 
to the wreckage, peered into both 
cockpits and found them empty. 

Goodrich dispatched three planes 
at sunrise to fly over the lake. 
Boats criss-crossed in the area 
where the plane went down. 

Powell, nude and thickly caked 
with salt, reached shore at 1 a. m 
He was given a ride to a highway 
checking station from where he was 
brought to army flying headquar- 
ters here. 

Aside from a few pvruises, Powell 
was uninjured. 

Powell was returning from Wen- 
dover, Nev.,.on a flight with two 
other army reserve planes. 

“As I was flying at 800 feet above 
the lake, the motor of my plane cut 
cold,” he said. “I couldn’t glide to 
land. 

“The plane plunged into the lake. 
We didn’t hit hard. I went undér 
water, but I came up free. Pearson 
got free, toc. “he ship floated. 

“We sat on the plane while it set- 
led a little and talked for a while. 
I told Pearson I was going to swim 
ashore. He said he was going to 
cling to the ship until rescuers 
came. I ordered him to leave, but 
he insisted on staying.” 


$176,996 PAID IN BACK 
TAXES HERE YESTERDAY 


Total Receipts for Delinquencies in 
August Amounted to 
$754,039. 

Payments of delinquent general 
taxes at Collector William F. Bau- 
mann’s office yesterday, the last 
day of the two-month period for 
remission of 75 per cent of the pen- 
alties, amounted to $176,996, the 
heaviest day’s receipts of the pe 
riod. In addition, there was a 
quantity of mail payments in the 
office today, postmarked prior to 
last midnight and acceptable on 
the same basis, the contents of 

which remained to be counted. 

Receipts of back taxes in this 
period, not including the mail, 
amounted to $754,039. During a 
short term of complete remission 
of penalties in June the receipts 
were $3,208,505. The two figures ag- 
gregate $3,962,544. Mayor Dick- 
mann has said that, unless $7,000,- 
000 was collected under the penalty 
remission law, the Board of Alder- 
men, which will meet Oct, 1, should 
pass four pending special tax 
measures. 

Unpaid delinquent taxes today 
amounted to $10,699,579. Beginning 
today, and until Oct. 31, the remis- 
sion will be 50 per cent of the pen- 
alties, while in November and De- 
cember it will be 25 per cent. 
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PAPER CONTRACT 
CAN'T BE HELD UP 
MRITTRIGK SAYS 


Attorney-General, How- 
ever, Begins State In- 
vestigation of $250,000 
Award to Graham Co. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispe tch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 1. — 
Beginning his investigation of the 


State’s award of a stationery con- 
tract on the only bid submitted, 
by the Graham Paper Co., of St. 
Louis, Attorney-General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick said today it would be 
impossible to hold up, as Gov. Stark 
suggested in ordering an inquiry, 
the contract which the State Print- 
ing Commission awarded -une 8. 
That might be done later by a 
law suit, McKittrick said, if de- 
velopments of the investigation war- 
ranted such action. Objectors to 
the contract say the State’s bill for 
stationery is about $250,000 a year. 
The Attorney-General assigned 
one of his assistants, J. ku. Taylor, 
to assist him in the investigation, 
and said he would look into all rec- 
ords in the office of Secretary of 
State Dwight H. Brown bearing on 
the contract. Brown is chairman 
of the Printing Commission, the 
other members of which are State 
Auditor Forrest Smith, and State 
Treasurer R. W. Winn. 
Request by 14 Jobbers. 

Gov. Stark was asked to investi- 
gate the Graham company contract 
by 14 Missouri wholesale paper job- 
bers, who said they represented “all 
leading paper merchants” in the 
State except the Graham company, 
which has had the State contract 
for more than 20 years. 

In a letter to the Governor, who 
departed yesterday for a two-week 
vacation*in the East, the protest- 
ing paper merchants said specifi- 
cations on the State’s paper re- 
quirements were vague and indef- 
inite, and gave no information on 
what quantities would be needed 
of the 55 types of paper purchased. 
These conditions, the letter point- 
ed out, prevented “any intelligible 
understanding of what was need- 
ed,” but the Graham company, 
through previous experience, was 
familiar with the quantities of each 
item likely to be ussed. 

Under Unit Bidding System. . 
Under the unit bidding system, 
without specification of quantities, 
a bidder familiar with the amounts 
used might well afford to quote 
cost or even take a loss on some 
items which would be used in only 
small quantities, making a hand- 
some profit on those items known 
to be used in large amounts, it was 
explained. 

McKittrick said he would study 
the specifications prepared by the 
State, and would also go into the 
question of whether the Printing 
Commission had given “reasonable 
notice” before awarding the con- 
tract. Advertisements inviting bids 
were placed in one St. Louis and in 
one Kansas City newspaper, Sat- 
urday, May 29, just before the Me- 
morial day holiday, and escaped 
the notice of some prospective bid- 
ders. 

In this connection, McKittrick 
pointed out that the law required 
the Printing Commission to give 
notice “on or before July 1.” He 
thought possibly the law might be 
interpreted to mean that contracts 
were not to be awarded until July 
1 or later, although the Graham 
company contract was awarded 
June 8. 

Brown Defends Action. 

Secretary of State Brown, de- 
fending the action of the commis- 
sion, of which he is chairman, said 
the contract was valid, and the 
commission would stand on it—“all 
vaudeville solos to the contrary.” 
He did not explain the meaning of 
the phrase, but used it again to 
emphasize that the commission 
would do nothing to suspend the 
contract, as the Governor had re- 
quested.

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| FREE BLOOD TESTS IN CHICAGO 
CAMPAIGN AGAINST SYPHILIS 


Questionnaire Discloses 95,000 Per- 
sons Willing to Appear for 
Examination. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 1—Private phy- 
sicians and public clinics opened 
their doors to the public today for 
the first free blood tests in Chi- 
cago’s campaign against syphilis. 

Dr. Reuben Kahn, University of 
Michigan bacteriologist and dis- 
coverer of the Kahn test, took. 
charge of the laboratory examina- 
tion for the Board of Health. 

Dr. Herman N. EBundesen, board 
president, said Dr. Kahn’s participa- 
tion was “the most important de- 
velopment in the campaign to 
date.” 

The public tests originally were 
to begin Oct. 1, but because of the 
heavy response to questionnaires to 
learn how many Chicagoans were 
willing to undergo them, the date 
was moved forward. 

Of 1,000,000 ballots circulated in 
the secret questionnaire 100,000 
have been returned. Willingness to 
take the tests was expressed in 95,- 
000 of those returned. The City 
Council has appropriated $50,000 for 
additional personnel and equipment 
in the Health Department labora- 
tories. 


STATE DRIVERS’ LICENSE 
APPLICATIONS AT CLAYTON 


County Office at 17816 Forsythe; 
City Bureau Has Been Open 
for Several Days. 


The Clayton office of the State 
Automobile License Bureau today 
began receiving applications for 
State drivers’ licenses. The office 
is at 7816 Forsythe boulevard, and 
William J. Hays, deputy commis- 
sioner, is in charge. 

At the city office of the bureau, 
1701 Chestnut street, where the ap- 
plications have been received for 
several days, Deputy Commissioner 
W. E. Dexter said today that the 
number handled had been about 
8000. Some of the applicants have 
been residents of the county. At 
the city and county license offices, 
the applicant fills out the form, 
which is notarized without charge, 
and leaves it with the 25-cent fee. 
The license, a photostatic copy of 
the application, is mailed to the 
applicant from the office of the 
State Commissioner of Motor Ve- 
hicles, in Jefferson City. The Au- 
tomobile Club of Missouri and some 
automobile dealers are handling 
applications for members and cus- 
tomers. 

Every member of a family who 
drives the family car must have a 
State license. The same is true of 
every employe driving a commer- 
cial automobile. Dexter estimated 
that the number to be issued here 
will exceed 500,000. The State li- 
cense law goes into effect Monday, 
but no date for its rigid enforce- 
ment has been announced. 


France Bars Slot Machines.

PARIS, Sept. 1.—One of the Gov- 
ernment’s last acts before expira- 
tion last night of emergency decree 
powers was a bar against slot ma- 
chines. Almost every Parisian and 
provincial cafe has had one or more 
machines, many of American 
manufacture. Some even carried 
English directions—“drop nickel in 
slot” though geared for French 
coins,

Head of Eugene Field Society Enrolls Mrs. 


Roosevelt—Invites Laurence Sterne, 
but He Died in 1768. 


Seated in the dingy headquarters 
of the Eugene Field Society, 2826 
Adams street, John George Hart- 
wig, the national president, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today how 
in recent months he had invited 
widely known writers to become 
honorary members and had given 
them the opportunity of contribut- 
ing to the society’s treasury. 

He declined to say how many of 
the writers contributed or the total

So far the society 
has achieved tenancy of a first- 
floor front room at a_ reported 
rental of $6 a month, without elec- 
tricity or telephone. Hartwig de- 
clared he crew no salary, but that 
the society's receipts paid operat- 
ing expenses and the small wage of 
his Negro girl secretary. 

Mrs. Roosevelt Accepts. 
Among the writing persons to 
whom notices of election to hon- 
orary memberships were sent were 
Mrs/ Franklin D. Roosevelt; an 
editor of The New Republic, and 
Laurence Sterne, English humorist. 
Framed on the wall of the office 
is Mrs. Roosevelt’s letter of accept- 
ance. To be found in today’s issue 
of The New Republic is a satirical 
declination. Sterne died in 1768. 
Hartwig, who sa. he earned a 
living as a magazine writer, ad- 
dressed his prospects, “Dear Fel- 
low Author,” filling in the recip- 
ient’s'name with pen on a printed 
form. He recited that the board 
of governors had adopted a reso- 
lution authorizing honorary mem- 
bership in recognition of outstand- 
ing contribution to contemporary 
literature. 

“The literary skill and crafts- 
manship of your published works,” 
he continued, “entitle you to an 
honorary membership and I am, 
therefore, pleased to advise you 
that we will (subject to your ap- 
proval) enter your name on the 
Roll of Honorary Members. There 
are no dues or assessments connect- 
ed with this membership. A cer- 
tificate, engrossed on parchment 


paper, suitable for framing, will 
be mailed to you upon request.” 

With this letter went another 
printed form for use of the Hon- 
orary Member. “Dear Friends,” 
this read. “Thank you. Please 
send my certificate of honorary 
membership. I a-- heartily in ac- 
cord with the pregram of the so- 
ciety and am_ sending herewith 
$—— to help the society carry on 
its activities.” 

The New Republic editor con- 
fessed himself a little miffed, feel- 
ing that if he was an ornament to 
contemporary literature he should 
be trusted to compose his own re- 
ply to this award of “the Grand 
Cross with Extended Palms.” He 
said if he could contrive a suffi- 
ciently brilliant reply he would 
send it, omitting the final sentence 
of the Hartwig form. 

In The New Yorker recently the 
letter to Sterne, as author of “A 
Sentimental Journey Through 
France and Italy,” was reproduced, 
with the explanation that a Stock 
Exchange member had had copies 
of Sterne’s work printed privately 
as presents for friends last Christ- 
mas. Sterne was addressedin this 
man’s care. 

400 Honorary Members. 

Hartwig said to the reporter that 
the society had 400 honorary mem- 
bers and 100 active members, the 
latter paying dues of 30 cents a 
month. Small local units of active 
members, he added, were organized 
in St. Louis, New York and Denver. 
The tiny lMbrary at headquarters 
has as two of its most conspicuous 
volumes a directory of newspapers 
and Who’s Who in America. The 
office also contains two flat top 


desks, a heating stove and a table 


on which the reporter observed 
soiled dishes and a coffee pot. 

Residents of the neighborhood, 
many of whom are Negroes on 
relief, view Hartwig with friendly 
curiosity.. They told of seeing him 
or his secretary carry out stacks 
of letters every evening. 


The Better Business Bureau has | Ones 


received numerous requests for in- 
formation about Hartwig’s activities 
from all parts of the country. It 
has issued a bulletin, pointing out 
that this society was not to be con- 
fused with the sponsors of the 
Eugene Field birthplace, 634 South 
Broadway, owned by the Board of 
Education and used as a free mu- 
seum, The bulletin outlined Hart- 
wig’s plan of operation and said 
that, if it was successful, he would 
have an office supplied through the 
generosity of the contributors.

Firm in Riverfront Area Says 
It Is Threatened by 
$13,000 Creditor Suit. 


The Goebel-Reid Grocery~ Co.,

The peti- 
tion says nearly all of the outé 
standing shares of a total pan 
value of $100,000 are held by mem< 
bers of the family of the founder, 
the late Fritz Goebel.

Green Criticises C I O. 

Green said the Council well knew 
why. the West Virginia Federation, 
with its strong C I O membership, 
has disobeyed the A. F. of L. 

“They (the C I O unions) plead 
for unity locally but practice divi- 
sion and destruction nationally,” he 
said. “But we’re not deceived. We 
know that they want to use the 
local bodies for their political ad- 
vantage. 

“They might as well understand 
that we won’t tolerate it any 
longer. We have done so up to 
this point only because we had 
sought, by pleas and appeals, to 
heal the breach.”

Requires, Among Other Things, 
Correct Designation of Prod- 
uct Sold As Buttermilk. 


New requirements for labeling 
and distributing milk, contained in 
the city milk ordinance, have been 
put into effect, according to a no- 
tice sent to dealers by Health Com- 
missioner Joseph F. Bredeck. One 
of the new regulations is expected 
to make the word “buttermilk” ap- 
, less frequently on labels. 


_ Buttermilk, the Health Commis- 


gioner said today, is the fluid re- 
maining when the fat is removed 
milk or cream in the process 
of churning. Most of what has 
peen labeled and sold as butter- 
milk, he said, was cultured milk, 
treated with lactic acid. Such a 
product, under the Health Commis- 
gioner’s ruling, must be designated 
label as “cultured skimmed 
ilk,” not “buttermilk.” 
_-fhe various dairies have been 
asked to submit to the commis- 
gioner’s office samples of their 
Jabels, prepared in accordance with 
the law. The law provides that all 
containers must be plainly labeled 
and marked, must state the fact 
that the milk has been pasteurized, 
and must give the place and date 
of pasteurization. 
When the label bears the word 
‘“eream,” the health authorities will 
require that the contents shall have 


at least 18 per cent butterfat. “Dou- 


ble cream” must contain at least 36 

cent butterfat, to justify such 
a label. Chocolate or flavored milk 
must be so labeled as to indicate 
whether it is skimmed or  un- 
skimmed. 


Mechanical sealing of milk con- 
tainers will be a requirement strict- 
ly enforced. Restaurants and drug 
stores may not buy cans of milk 
and serve the contents by the glass; 
they must give their customers bot- 
tled milk in the original bottle. 
Canned milk may be used for cook- 
ing only. 

Enforcement of the grading pro- 
visions of the ordinance will begin 
Dec. 15, one year after it was en- 
acted. Grade A pasteurized milk, 
corresponding to the present first 
grade of commercial miik, and 
Grade B milk, with a higher bacte- 
rial count, will be for general con- 
sumption; Grade C milk will be 
marked “for cooking only.”

Attack and Murder’ Charges

in North Carolina. 

HENDERSONVILLE, N, C., Sept. 
1—Solicitor C. O. Ridings an- 
nounced today that he had decided 
to drop criminal attack and mur- 
der charges filed against T. D. 
Hazelwood, former Butler Univer- 
sity athlete, after the body of his 


stepdaughter, 12-year-old Gloria 
Hauser, was found in a ravine near 
here Aug. 17. Hazelwood was re- 
leased from custody at once. 

The solicitor made his statement 
immediately after Coroner Bruce 
Cox had reconvened a jury of in- 
quest originally organized last Sat- 
urday. A courtroom crowd ap- 
plauded after Ridings completed 
his statement. Many rushed up to 
Hazelwood te congratulate him. 

The solicitor said he had reached 
his decision after conferring with 
Henderson County officers and with 
defense atorneys. He said there 
Was an understanding that the case 
would be reopened should “suffi- 
cient evidence” develop later to 
warrant such action. |

400 CLAIMANTS RULED 
OUT IN WOOD CASt 


New York Surrogate Holds 
Contention Widow Was 
Southerner Is Preposterous. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—Surrogate 

James A. Foley last night disal- 
lowed the claims of 406 out of more 
than 500 persons to shares in the 
$877,500 fortune left by Mrs. Ida 
Wood, widow of Benjamin Wood, 
publisher of the old New York 
News, and sister-in-law of Fernan- 
do Wood, one-time Mayor of New 
York. 
Those eliminated had claimed re- 
lationship to the eccentric old lady 
of Herald Square through the May- 
field family of Louisiana. 


Surrogate Foley labeled as “pre- 
posterous” their claims that Mrs. 
Wood had been born a Mayfield in 
the ante-bellum South. 

Remaining in the scramble for 
the estate are 131 persons claiming 
blood relationship to Mrs. Wood 
through the name of Walsh, Welsh 
(or Welch) and Crawford and five 
declaring that she had no blood 
relations but that they should in- 
herit as next of kin to Benjamin 
Wood. The Crawfords remain on 
the contention Mrs. Wood’s mother 
bore that name. 

1093 Claimants Originally. 

There originally were 1093 claim- 
ants to the fortune the little widow 
once carried around in bills of 
large denominations pinned inside 
her dress, 

Eccentricities, such as carpeting 
her hotel room with $50 bills, 
caused her to be declared incom- 
petent before she died in 1932. She 
fretted over the disposal of her for- 
tune, and after her death it was 
found she bequeathed it to per- 
sons who died before her. 

Before making his ruling, Sur- 
rogate Foley addressed the various 
Mayfields, who originated in Louisi- 
ana but now come from Texas, Mis- 
sissippi and other states. 

“We have seen these claimants 
come in here hopefully,” he said, 
eyeing the disallowed claimants, 
most of them middle-aged or eld- 
erly. “Some of them undoubtedly 
deluded themselves into believing 
themselves related to the _ de- 
| cedent.” 

“There is not the slightest doubt 
in my mind,” the Surrogate con- 
tinued, “that Ida Wood was born 
Ida Ellen Walsh. There may have 
been some variation in the name 
(referring to the fact that Mrs. 
Wood was recorded as Ellen Welsh 
in a birth certificate from Oldham, 
Lancaster, England), but that is 
not of any materiality, nor does it 
alter the fact that her father was 
Thomas Walsh and her mother 
Anne. Crawford. I can remember 
myself when the names Walsh and 
Welsh were used interchangeably. 

“Because of a com®ination of un- 
disputed facts the records have es- 
tablished the fact that Thomas 
Walsh and Anne Crawford were 
married in England and Ellen 
Welsh was born in Oldham.”

NEW BANKRUPTCY LAW 


Says Conservator System 
Makes for Dictatorship in 
Liquidation.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 1— 
The American Bar Association’s

“That a debtor should come into 
a court of bankruptcy, strike a bar- 
gain with his creditors whereby he 
did not divest himself of his prop- 
erty for ratable distribution among 
them and be discharged, but sally 
forth with his assets intact and his 
creditors holding only new evi- 
dences of their indebtedness, was 
inconceivable under the old sections 


of the act and to old practitioners 
in bankruptcy,” it said. 

“Whatever vestige of creditor 
control remained in the old sec- 
tions of the act certainly has dis- 
appeared in the debtor-relief sec- 
tions. It will further disappear if 
legislation such as proposed ' by 
Congressman Sabath and the Chan- 
dler bill become law.”

International Institute Report 
Says World Must Plan 
for Expansion. 


ROME, Sept. 1.—-The Interna- | 
tional Institute of Agriculture said | 
today the world must begin to plan | 
for co-ordinated expansion of ag-| 
riculture—not crop restriction. | 

The institute, in a 55-page re- 
port, said that a policy of govern- 
ment intervention and planning 
was justified by the vital interests 
at stake, but that “one could not 
expect to go on indefinitely subsi- 
dizing a certain branch of produc- 
tion at the expense of the general 
community unless: “Resources of 
the community could be continual- 
ly developed at a rate which either 
would permit it to increase _ its 
own effective demand for agricul- 
tural products to the extent that 
agriculture would eventually be 
made self-supporting, or, 

“Alternately enable it to bear the 
continuous drain on earnings in- 
volved in subsidizing agricultural 
production without damage to effi- 
ciency and a grave menace to the 


future.” 

The report continued that 
community could not advance in 
prosperity and civilization if it 
were to continue indefinitely a pol- 
icy of restricting agricultural pro- 
duction, with the view of adapting 
it to dwindling demand. 

“Such emergency measures ren- 
dered necessary by the depression

New York to 
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Welding of Buildings 


Use of “Hot Snakes,” Having Temperature of 
6500 Degrees, as Substitute for Riveting 
Authorized After Jan. 1 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1—The “hot 
snakes” of the machine age, the 
electric welding rods, have beaten 


the last big obstacle to use of weld- 
ing of buildings. This was the 
New York City building code which 
forbade welding. After Jan. 1, the 
code will permit welding as sub- 
stitute for riveting. 

The change is not simply recog- 
nition of the march of science. It 
is a tribute to the skill of workmen 
who handle “hot snakes.” Helmet- 
ed and gauntleted, these men hold 
a rod hotter than many types of 
stars, and combine the skill in 
touch of a sculptor and.a gold- 
smith. 

The rod is slender steel, never 
more than a quarter inch in di- 
ameter, usually an eighth or a six- 
teenth. Through it flows the weld- 
ing current, 150 to 300 amperes and 
30 volts. 

Not an Easy Trick. 

From its tip an electric arc must 
play on the spot to be welded. This 
arc won't start until the rod tip 
first touches the steel to be welded 
and is withdrawn. That is called 
“striking” the arc. But the trick 
is nothing as crude as striking. For 
if the live tip touches even as long 
as it takes to dot an “i,” it sticks 
fast. It gets red-hot and wryithes 
like Aaron’s rod which was cast 
down. 

The touch may last only a frac 
tion of a second. In that instant, 
if the tip of the rod be withdrawn 
ever so slightly, the arc will start. 
The skilled welder accomplishes 
this by barely scratching the red 
j poirit on the steel to be welded. 
The tip is moved cross-wise. 

With the arc going, the tip of the 
rod must be held within an eighth 
to a sixteenth of an inch from the 
weld. The tip is boiling with a 
heat of 6500 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Globules of liquid steel drip from 
the tip. They shorten the _ rod. 
They force the welder to press the 
tip always closer to keep the gap 
uniform. If his touch wavers and 
the tip contacts the steel, a “hot 
snake” will writhe in his grasp. 

Hot Steel Crackles. 

If he errs in the other direction, 
and gets more than an eighth of an 
inch away, his rod hisses. This is 
the sound of imperfect welding. At 
the right distance, the “juice” and 
the melting steel crackle. The 
crackling is the sound when the 
heat of an electric arc is penetrat- 
ing the right depth. It melts the 
steel of the parts to be welded. 
They flow together, along with the 
steel dripping from the mouth of 
the “hot snake.” 

It is possible for this newly- 
mixed steel to be stronger, after 
cooling, than the original parts. The 
welded joint then can stand un- 
harmed a strain that bends the 


ORPHANAGE 10 BE REQUIRED 
TO COMPLY WITH ILLINOIS LAW 


Pentecostal Home in East St. Louis 
Must Get Charter and Drop 
Commercial Enterprises. 

The Pentecostal Orphanage and 
Rescue Home, occupying the 5700 
block of Belmont avenue, East St. 
Louis, and housing 33 children, will 
be required to comply with the IIlli- 
nois laws by incorporating and ob- 
taining a charter. 

A. L. Bowen and Mrs. Dorothy 
Anderson of the child welfare divi- 
sion, State Department of Public 
Welfare, announced today that the 
orphanage would also have to dis- 
card two commercial enterprises 
now attached to it, a grocery and a 
chicken hatchery. 

The State officials learned that 
the orphanage was opened eight 
years ago by W. E. Buffum, and 
was run, until last March, by Buf- 
fum and six married pairs. In 
March, while Buffum was on vaca- 
tion, the others removed him and 
placed Howard Davis in charge. 

The State officials were inform:2d 
that the method of running the or- 
phanage, as instituted by Buffum, 
and still continued in most respects, 
was to receive payments, in some 
cases up to $10 a month, from rela- 
tives of the children; to collect 
money at street meetings, at which 
the children appeared, and to work 
the older children in the hatchery, 
which has become a large establish- 
ment. The State law forbids such 
enterprises in connection with or- 
phanages. 

As a step toward complying with 
the State’s requirements, the or- 
phanage management has named 
County Judge Joseph Fleming as 
chairman of its governing board. 
The County Court, of which Judge 
Fleming is a member, has super- 
vision of child welfare matters,

BEATING TO BE QUESTIONED 


Maj. Amahein to Take Testimony 
of Matthew McLoughlin at 
Hospital. 

Maj. Adolph Amrhein, Inspector 
of Police investigating Matthew 
McLoughlin’s account of the brutal 
beating he said he received at the 
hands of two detectives, arranged 
to visit the union labor officer to- 
day at Jewish Hospital to hear his 
first-hand story.

“He will be given every oppor- 
tunity to identify the men he says 
mistreated him,” Albert Bond Lam- 
bert, president of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, who ordered 
the investigation, told reporters. 
“He may come here and view every 
man assigned to the Secret Serv- 
ice Bureau, as soon as he sets the 
date.” 

Chief of Detectives John J. Car- 
roll has expressed doubt that Mc- 
Loughlin was beaten at Police 
Headquarters when he was arrest- 
ed last Thursday for questioning 
in connection with a window-smash- 
ing at a non-union cleaning es- 
tablishment. Edward F. Pahl, 
the shop owner, has said that he 
administered the flogging which 
put the secretary-treasurer of Lo- 
cal No. 20, International Associa- 
tion of Cleaning and Dye House 
Workers, in the hospital with 
punctured left eardrum, loosened 
front teeth and bruised body. 

Maj. Amrhein said the investiga- 
tion might take about 10 days, as 
an effort would be made to find 
witnesses to confirm Pahl’s story. 


MEANT TO ATTACK GIRL, 10, 
BUT KILLED HER INSTEAD 


Detroit Man Tells Police Further 
Details of Murder of His Best 
Friend’s Child.

DETROIT, Sept. 1—Joseph Ja- 
cobs, confessed murderer of Evelyn 
Mack, intended to attack the 10- 
year-old daughter of his best friend, 
but desisted and killed her instead, 
Undersheriff B. E. McGrath said 
today. 

McGrath said the 45-year-old au- 
tomobile worker made the state- 
ment after 24 hours of questioning, 
and admitted he had attacked 
three other small girls in his neigh- 
borhood. 

Jacobs yesterday led police to a 
clump of weeds at the city’s out- 
skirts, where he left the child's 
body.

He insisted he had not intended 
to attack her when he invited her 
to go on a trip into the country, 
ostensibly to buy eggs and search 
for trees suitable for transplanting 
to the Macks’ summer cottage. 

“I didn’t intend to attack her un- 
til we got out there (to the woods)” 
McGrath said Jacobs told him. 
“Something came over me and I 
changed my mind. I was afraid she 
might tell her father. Then I 
picked up the crank handle. I de- 
cided to kill her. She didn’t say. a 
word. She didn’t know what hap- 
pened. She was fighting off a 
mosquito when I picked up the 
crank and hit her. She never hol- 
lered. She never said anything.”

Britain Drafting Legislation 
To Curb Investment Swindles, 
Financial Center Welcomes Idea 


First Step to Register All Persons Dealing in 
Stocks and Bonds Except Members 


of London Exchange. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 1.—Legislation 
to curb fraudulent security dea.- 
ings is being rushed towa-. com- 
pletion for presentation -o Par- 
liament, which opens Oct. 26. 

The vast London financial cen- 
ter, comparatively unregulated by 
swindle law, welcomed the propos- 
als designed to suppress comp‘ete- 
ly, under threats of heavy penal- 
ties, the profitable racket feeding 
on the gambling instinct of the gen- 


eral public. 

Losses from bucket shop opera- 
tors, share pushers, confidence 
men, tricksters and _ fly-by-night 
brokers were estimated as high as 
$25,000,000 annually. 

That to the appointment of 
a committee by the Board of Trade 
(which corresponds to the United 
States Department, of Commerce) 
to recommend legislation to end se- 
curity frauds. 

It was found victims were part- 
ed from their money through two 
types of fraud. One was the sell- 
ing of worthless securities. The 
other was getting an investor to 
deposit a sum of money as mar- 
gin in purchasing securities and 
then appropriating ‘he money af' r 
convincing the victim he was wiped 
out in the market. 

Clergymen, Widows and Spinsters. 

Clergymen, widows and spinsters 
were mulcted of their savings : ore 
frequently than any others, it was 
found, but there were many who 
thought they were experienced in 
finance who came out second best 
with the bucket shops. Said the 
} committee: “The desi-~ to get rich 
quickly, which is deep-rooted in the 
minds of many, coupled with the 
lack of prudence and experience in 
many persons, and their curious 
reluctance to seek any advice be- 
fore parting with money or secur- 
ities—all those have conduced to 
the infliction of very serious 
losses.” 

As a first step it was proposed 
to register all persons dealing in 
securities except members of the 
London stock exchange, exchanges 


forming the Associa:ed Stock Ex- 
changes, the Provincial Brokers’ 
Stock Exchange, and the Mincing 
Lane Tea & Rubber Share Brokers’ 
Association. Others may be added 
later to the exempted list. 

The committee drew a sharp 
line between organized security 
operators, such as members of the 
London Stock Exchange and other 
such established groups who are 
exempt, and the 600 to 800 firms 
dealing in securities outside the 
recognized exchanges, who must 
register. 

Exchanges Police Themselves. 

Members of exchanges more or 
less police themselves, and there 
was no suggestion in the committee 
report that these security outlets 
should be regulated by law. Those 
outside that circle, it was empha- 
sized, are for the most part legiti- 
mate and law abiding; the ones 
aimed at in the report are the small 
minority on the fringe of the out- 
siders. 

To weed out the dishonest sales- 
men, the committee asked the board 
of trade to appoint a registrar to 
keep a list of registered dealers, in- 
vestigate their references and sure- 
ties and see that no undischarged 
bankrupt or person with a criminal 
record got onto the registry books. 

Those not on the books or exempt 
will not be allowed to call them- 
selves stock dealer, share dealer, 


stock broker or other such words } 


which would lead the public to be- 
lieve they are legitimate. 

Just to check whether someone is 
evading the proposed law, the com- 
mittee wants power for police to 
inspect firms’ books, It was sug- 
gested a flying squad from New 
Scotland Yard handle enforcement. 

Even the mails would be barred 
to unauthorized persons, regardless 
of whether they post their circulars 
and advertisements within Great 
Britain or abroad for delivery in 
Britain. Printers and others would 
be prohibited from printing illegal 
offers to self securities, and —=per- 
sonal or telephone calls to induce 
the public to part with their money 
through an unregistered or non-ex- 
empted dealer would come under 
the ban.

OF $1 FOR EACH 69.80 


Outgo Up 21 Pct., Revenue 
34 Pct. in First Two Months 
of Fiscal Year. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—A 
Treasury report today showed that 
for every 69.8 cents in taxes col- 
lected during the first two months 
of the current fiscal year, the Gov- 
ernment had spent a dollar. In the 
first two months of the last fiscal 
year, collections amounted to 65.3 
cents for every dollar expended. 

During July and August revenue 
increased 34 per cent over the col- 
lections of a year ago, and spend- 
ing for ordinary Government in- 
creased 21 per cent. 

With only two business days of 
August unreported, the Treasury 
listed a two-month deficit of $357,- 
923,000, or $31,000,000 more than the 
deficit for the corresponding 
months a year ago. 

The $108,539,000 deficit for Au- 
gust was $95,000,000 under that of 
August, 1936. In July, spending 
topped revenue by $249,000,000, or 
$126,000,000 more than the July 
(1936) deficit. 

Treasury officials said outlays for 
“recovery and relief” had declined 
sharply, and they were counting on 
administration economy efforts and 
increased repayments to lending 
agencies during the remainder of 
the year to offset the increased 
spending. 

The public debt is at a record 
peak of $37,041,000,000. 


AMERICANS SPENT $3,033,000 
TO ASSIST GERMAN REFUGEES 


Distribution Committee Estimates 
125,000 Have Left Germany 
Since 1933. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 1—The American 
Joint Distribution Committee today 
announced expenditure of $3,033,- 
000 to aid German refugees between 
1933 and the end of 1936. 

The committee estimated that $1,- 
800,000 had been spent in that 
period by American relief organiza- 
tions for German immigrants in the 
United States. 

The report said that 125,000 refu- 
gees, including 15,000 non-Jews, 
have left Germany since Adolf Hit- 
ler came to power four years ago.

TWO MORE ARABS 
KILLED IN PALESTINE 


Bodies Found Were at Place 
Where Jews Had Been 
Murdered. 


By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, Sept. 1—The bod- 
ies of two Arabs were found today 
in the Karkur area outside Jeru- 
salem, where two Jews were killed 
Monday in a new flare-up of Arab- 
Jewish disorders. Five others have 
been killed in sporadic outbreaks of 
the last two days. 

One Arab was killed and another 
wounded today by a bomb explo- 
sion in Carmel Market, on the 
Jeffa-Tel Aviv boundary. Another 
was wounded fatally when fired on 
from ambush at Mount Scopus. 

The Arab Higher Committee ap- 
pealed to the Arab nation last night 
to exercise restraint. 

The disorders were attributed in 
most quarters to a tense political 
situation in the Holy land, recent- 
ly aggravated by the British pro- 
posal to partition the land into 
sovereign Jewish and Arab states 
and a British mandate territory. 

Authorities told the Palestine 
police and British troops to be 
ready, and told newspapers not to 
attempt incitement. The _ British 
High Commissioner, Sir Arthur 
Grenfell Wauchope, was summoned 


to Jerusalem from his summer 
camp in Athlit, Northern Palestine. 


BRITISH RECRUITING SEASON 
OPENS; 23,000 MEN SOUGHT 


Series of Reforms Instituted to 
Overcome World War Memories, 
Pacifistic Teachings. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 1.—Great Britain 
started its recruiting season to- 
day with 23,000 vacancies in its 
army quota of 205,000. 

A series of reforms has been in- 
stituted to overbalance the World 
memories and teachings 
against war in books and education- 
al institutions, but there still are 
no sidewalk jams outside the re- 
cruiting offices. 

The army now offers four meals 
a day, counting tea; steam heat in 
barracks; three pence (six cents) 
extra spending money per furlough 
day, and free shaving mugs and 
canes. Reservists may come back 
to the colors and, with soldiers now 
in the ranks, qualify for pensions 
of 14 shillings ($3.36) a week for 
the remainder of their lives after 
21 years of service. The upper 
age limit for recruits has been in- 
creased from 25 to 28 years.

WASHINGTON, Sept..1. — Postal 
officials disclosed today that three- 
cent stamps netted the Postoffice 
Department a profit of $92,898,151 in 
1936 and probably even more during 
1937. 

First-class postage revenues, ex- 
clusive of letters delivered locally, 
totaled $285,963,254 in 1936, it was 
estimated, while expenditures 
totaled only $193,065,103. Local let- 
ter mail netted a profit of $15,995,-

INQUIRY INTO BANK'S 
PAYMENTS TO PREMIER 


Van Zeeland Denies Accepting 
Secret Bonuses From 
Belgian Institution. 


By the Associated Press. 

BRUSSELS, Sept.. 1.—Premier 
Paul Van Zeeland, who resigned 
a $25,000-a-year vice-governorship 
of the Naticnal Bank to become 
Belgium's Prime Minister at one- 


fifth the salary, will defend him- 
self from charges that.he accepted 
a double paycheck when Parliament 
convenes in extraordinary session 
next week. 

King Leopold, in Switzerland, was 
asked to call the session to investi- 
gate what Belgium’s Fascists call 
“a national bank scandal” and 
what Van Zeeland labels “libel.” 

Well-informed observers believed 
Parliament will dissolve the threat 
to the Government by giving the 
coalition Cabinet a clean bill of 
health after debate, although some 
thought it might level criticisms 
at the national bank’s procedure. 

Seven Rexists Arrested. 

The Cabinet decided to petition 
the King for the special session yes- 
terday. Seven Rexists were ar- 
rested Monday night in a demon- 
stration, but party followers will 


meet again today concurrently with 


a meeting of Nationa] Bank share- 
holders. 

Van Zeeland denied he had ac- 
cepted secret bank bonuses while 
Premier and termed the attacks 
against him “libellous” effrontery 
against his integrity. 

He did admit receiving bonuses 
but added that these came on sev- 
eral occasions in 1934 and 1935, 
prior to his becoming Premier, 
when he was just about to quit 
or had just rejoined the bank as 
vice-governor. 

The prospect of shake-up both in 
the Government and in the Nation- 
al Bank, however, remained a pos- 
sibility in case Parliament does not 
indorse the Government’s stand. If 
the Government’s case is rejected, 
the Cabinet will resign. 

The Socialist Governor of the 
bank, Louis Franck, possibly may 
resign before Parliament convenes 
—the Chamber Sept. 7 and the Sen- 
ate Sept. 9, according to terms of 
the Cabinet request—as a gesture 
of his integrity.» Franck, too, has 
drawn the fire of the Government’s 
Fascist oppponents. 

Van Zeeland, internationally ac- 
tive in efforts to call a world eco- 
nomic conference, said any money 
he drew from the National Bank’s 
special reserve fund did not repre- 
sent his salary as vice-governor 
of the bank since he came into po- 
litical office. 

His Place in Bank Unfilled. 

He resigned from the bank in 
April, 1935, to become Premier, he 
said. The bank has. not accepted 
his resignation and‘ his place re- 
mains unfilled. 

“This sum of 235,000 francs (about 
$8000 presumably paid to his ac- 
count since he tendered his resig- 
nation) remained intact and un- 


touched in the accounts of the bank 
after my definite resignation from 
the bank,” he declared. “As to what 
I did with the money, that is my 
own business.” 

The dispute began when Leon 
Degrelle, leader of the Rexists, 
Fascistically inclined, demanded 
that the bank be investigated. Some 
coalition members backing the Gov- 
ernment became alarmed. Finance 
Minister Henri de Man reported 
after inquiry that he found every- 
thing in order. 

When Van Zeeland admitted free- 
ly that he had received payments 
from the special bank fund — 
virtually a bonus for bank execu- 
tives—his friend, De Man, re 
opened the case. 


SENATOR BANKHEAD WRITES 
NEW COTTON CONTROL BILL 


He Would Limit Future Crops to 
16,000,000 Bales; Compulsory

JASPER, Ala., Sept. 1—Senator 
John H. Bankhead of Alabama an- 
nounced last night he will introduce 
a new compulsory cotton control

Bankhead said his measure would 
be along the lines of the old Bank- 
head compulsory control law which 
was repealec by Congress after the 
Supreme Court invalidated the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act.

Movies and College Life.

EFERRING to your editorial, “Col-

A COLLEGE BOY’S MOTHER. 
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CHALLENGE OF VENEREAL DISEASE. 


How much longer is Missouri going to sleep over 
the venereal disease problem? Other states, and 
within them individual large cities, are joining in 
the national campaign to bring Public Health Enemy 
No. 1 under control. What about Missouri, and par- 
ticularly its largest city, St. Louis? 

The plain fact is that the occasional attacks in 
this State are so inadequate as hardly to merit de- 
scription. 

St. Louis is above the average in clinical facilities 
and equipment, but the services do not begin to reach 
the people in need of treatment. The Municipal Ve- 
nereal Disease Clinic is virtually a Police Depart- 
ment adjunct. Most of its examinations are of pros- 
titutes brought in by the police. Barnes, Alexian 
Brothers, Jewish and Firmin Desloge hospitals have 
clinics, but all lack the funds to carry on educa- 
tional programs or treat many patients, even if 
they were able to call the attention of large numbers 
of sufferers to their facilities. 

Only Kansas City has clinical facilities that are 

even comparable to those in St. Louis. Its clinics are 
supported by the city and operated in connection 
with public and private hospitals. The only other 
clinics in the entire State are those at Springfield, 
St. Joseph, Hannibal and Columbia, the last having 
just been established. 
What Missouri should do first of all is to rec- 
ognize that venereal disease is a public health prob- 
lem demanding public attack. The State must make 
up its mind to appropriate specifically for this pur- 
pose. As-it is now, State health authorities do not 
have a cent which they are authorized by statute to 
use for bringing the scourge under control. What 
money is used by the State toward upkeep of several 
of the clinics and for medicines sent out from the 
State Board of Health is diverted from general pub- 
lic health funds. 

Rural Missouri needs attention no less than the 
cities. The indigent syphilis sufferer in rural Mis- 
souri cannot be expected to go to some far-off city 
for treatments. The efficacy of treatments depends 
upon regularity and persistence until the patient is 
cured. This requires the organization of Missouri 
into districts which will establish examination and 
treatment facilities within reach of all. 

A few figures as to the mefiace of venereal disease 
in the United States: At least 500,000 persons are di- 
agnosed annually as syphilitic. One million potential 
mothers now have or have had syphilis. Each year, 
60,000 children with congenital syphilis are born. 
Ten per cent of all admissions to state insane hos- 
pitals are caused by paresis, one end-result. The 
annual incidence of newly-recognized cases in the 
United States is 796 per 100,000, as against 20 in 
Denmark and 7 per 100,000 in Sweden. 

In the face of alarming statistics such as these, 
presented by Dr. Thomas Parran, Surgeon-General 
of the Public Health Service, in his new book, 
“Shadow on the Land,” how can Missouri continue 
to ignore this menace? How can it fail even to dis- 
cover its extent, as the essential first step necessary 
to bringing it under control? 

When the State Board of Health asked the clinics 
for information last year, only Kansas City reported 
how many persons it had treated. And in turn, when 
the United States Public Health Service asked for 
reports on the work in the states, only Missouri ig- 
nored the inquiry, Dr. Parran reports. 

Missouri not only needs statistical information; it 
needs, as a means to this end, a law requiring physi- 
cians to report cases of syphilis and gonorrhea. This, 
of course, is not for purposes of personal identifica- 
tion, but to indicate the extent of private treatment 
aside from clinical treatment. 

Still another need is for a statute similar to the 
new Illinois law requiring applicants for marriage 
licenses to show proof of freedom from venereal dis- 
ease. The St. Louis County Women’s Chamber of 
Commerce recognizes this fact and has announced 
that it will work for such a measure in the next 
Legislature. The proposal should be taken up and 
deligently pursued. 

Since the Illinois law became effective, Wisconsin 
has broadened its law so that it, like Illinois, now re- 
quires both men and women marriage license appli- 
cants to be examined by physicians. Missouri must 
do as much. 

Since Surgeon-General Parran launched his nation- 
al campaign, New York, Chicago and Indianapolis 
have joined the fight with well-planned and well- 
managed local campaigns. In Dr. J. F. Bredeck, St. 
Louis has a health officer thoroughly qualified to 
lead a similar attack here. The Board of Aldermen 
could render a striking public service by making 
provision for such a campaign.

Stark takes one of the 
final steps toward cleaning up the scandalous condi- 
tions surrounding the practice of the profession in 
this State. The Governor decided last June to oust 
the old board, with the exception of its chairman, 
following exposure by the Post-Dispatch of whole- 
sale cheating and other irregularities in examina- 
tions of applicants for licenses. The Legislature 
meanwhile had heeded the storm of public and pro- 
fessional protest, and had enacted a law correcting 
conditions that threatened to transform Missour 
pharmacy into a racket. 

The new board has been carefully chosen. The 
Governor was advised not only by the Missouri Phar- 
maceutical Association, as required by law, but also 
by the State Medical Association and the St. Louis 
and Kansas City colleges of pharmacy. A high-cal- 
iber board, backed up by the new law governing re- 
quirements for practice, can rehabilitate the profes- 
siun. One further step awaits its early attention: 
re-examination of all persons admitted to practice 
under the lax supervision of the old board and dur- 
ing the period when cram schools flourished in this 
State.

A PER-CAPITA TALE OF MISSOURI. 

A professor at Duke University recently maltreated 
a day that might have been devoted to loafing by 
prowling through the bonded indebtedness of the 
states. The dubious honor of heading the dark pro- 
cession is not Missouri’s, but the total of our deficit 
is pretty imposing. 

Only seven states are deeper in the red than 
Missouri. When a Missourian finds himself across 
the river in Illinois, or in an Arkansas duck blind, 
or participating in Louisiana’s observance of the late 
Huey Long’s birthday, or looks out on the landscape 
of North Carolina while trailering to Miami, or gazes 


af# the pepper trees of California, or picks his way 


through the ruins of the Republican Gibraltar that 
was Pennsylvania, or promenades along the sidewalks 
of New York—when a Missourian is in any of those 
commonwealths, he is in a sorrier state than his own. 
But there are 40 other states where a Missourian 
might chant a tale of woe. 

On the word of the Duke professor, Missouri’s per 
capita net debt is $10.38 higher than the average 
state debt of “the entire United States.” Our bonded 
indebtedness, as of July 31, was $115,621,000, not to 
mention our share of that 37 billions.

NOT AN UNEMPLOYMENT CENSUS. 

It is a misnomer to refer to the bill just signed by 
the President as one providing for a “governmental 
census of the unemployed.” As the term is com- 
monly used, this will not be a census, though a genu- 
ine enumeration was provided in the bill originally 
passed by the Senate. As amended in the House, the 
measure calls for nothing more than voluntary reg- 
istration. That is, instead of tabulators going from 
house to house to gather the facts on this vital prob- 
lem, boards will wait in their offices for the unem- 
ployed to come in and give the information. 

The inadequacy of such a method in casting needed 
light on the country’s paramount issue is obvious. 
There are slackers and chiselers who do not want 
work; they will simply omit to register, since there 
is no provision for removing them from relief rolls 
for failure to do so. There are remote communities 
where news of the registration will not penetrate. 
There are thousands of persons who for lack of 
carfare or because of illness or through sheer neg- 
lect will not appear to be counted. 

Gen. Johnson has often urged that the wartime 
draft-registration method, which he supervised, be 
adopted to gather unemployment information. It is 
here adopted, but with one all-important safeguard 
omitted: the penalty for failure to register. The 
draft got virtually complete data because the Gov- 
ernment emphasized that slackerism was a serious 
offense. | 

The results from such a tabulation as now planned 
can be little more than incomplete, spotty and in- 
correct. _They will probably be no nearer accuracy 
than the figures already available from the records 
of the United States Unemployment Service. The 
service, which requires monthly re-registration, has a 
live record of 6,000,000 unemployed who want work. 
Most estimates of the total jobless range between 
6,500,000 and 7,000,000. 

A full-fledged census, though belated at this time 
and more costly than the come-in-and-register scheme 
now authorized, would at least have given concrete 
information on which relief policies could be based. 
As it is, another futile gesture toward getting these 
basic facts is about to be made. 
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: THE HOBO. 

The mail has brought in a fascinating little study 
in etymology: the derivation of the word “hobo.” 
The dictionary, as may readily be ascertained, con- 
fesses ignorance by asserting the origin is not known. 
With all respect to Dr. Johnson, Noah Webster and 
their laborious successors, a seemingly plausible 
theory is advanced. Along the ways of early Ameri- 
can vagabondia, we are informed, wanderer was ac- 
customed to greet wanderer with a blithe “How, 
boy!” In the alembic of attrition, that stilted salute 
inevitably was whittled down to the ultimate brevity 
ot “hobo,” and, as is the way of language, presently 
became the generic term. 

There was another explanation, too palpably fraud- 
ulent, however, to achieve currency. Its birthplace 
was Hoboken, whose flotsam and jetsam were collec- 
tively abbreviated as “hoboes.” 

The legendary hobo has mostly gone to his re- 
ward. He was a philosophical migrant unvexed by 
the torments that afflict average mortal flesh, su- 
premely immune to ambition or regret. But his 
heirs and assigns, multiplying prodigiously, are en- 
rolled by political favor on a “preferred list.” 
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THE MAN WHO TOLD IT.

But, by way of a 
footnote, the hero of the hour is John MacAdam of 
the London Sunday Dispatch.

A couple of weeks ago, we discussed the open and 
shut case of political misuse of old-age assistance in 
Illinois involving A. M. (“Doc”) Thompson, Demo- 
cratic State Central Committeeman and member of 
the State Industrial Commission with a salary of 
$5000 a year. It has now been disclosed that only 
part of the sorry story came to light with the dis- 
covery that his mother, Mrs. Lucinda Thompson, was 
on the pension roll. His father-if-law, John M. 
Crosson of Marion, has also been receiving regular 
payments at the rate of $15 a month, and an uncle, 
Harrison Thompson, a monthly pension of $20. 

Gov. Horner’s orders removing Mrs. Thompson and 
Crosson from the rolls are good so far as they go, 
but they do not go far enough.

Anyone who has so little appreciation 
of the basic requirements of a properly administered 
old-age assistance system “has no place in the Gov- 
ernor’s officia] family.

Editor Answers a Farm Critic 


Replying to Eastern criticism of one-crop system, Iowa newspaper says it is product of 
Industrial Revolution, besides being type naturally suited to Prairie states; admits 
tarmers should grow more for own use, but contends Government must help solve 
agricultural problems, notably tenancy and distribution of Machine Age benefits. 


The Criticism 
From the American Agriculturist, Ithaca, N. Y. 


O one can ride through the rich land 
Nor the Central Western states without ad- 

miring their marvelous agriculture and 
wondering why Centeral Western farmers 
have such a tough time making a living. 

The soil is level or rolling, deep and black 
with the fertility of the ages. Yet the prairie 
farmers are in far worse condition from 
almost every standpoint than are those of 
the Northeast. 

In 21 leading factors that measure suc- 
cess on the farm, the Northeast holds either 
first or second place over the entire coun- 
try. These factors include farm owners in- 
stead of tenants, value of farm property, 
value of land and buildings, value of imple- 
ments and machinery, farm-owned automo- 
biles, trucks and tractors, telephones, bath- 
rooms, electricity, number of dairy cows, 
poultry products, livestock, etc. 

Several times on my trip through the 
section, I asked why farmers of the West 
had not made out better. Several answered 
that the chief trouble was speculation, which 
led to over-capitalization, too high prices of 
land. Another reason Northeastern farmers 
succeed better is the variety of their prod- 
ucts. Most Western farmers carry their 
eggs in one basket with one crop and, as a 
result, frequently get those eggs smashed. 

Therefore, the depression was particularly 
hard on Central Western farmers. So they, 
through their leaders, turned to politics and 
the Government to help them. 

The Government did help some, chiefly 
through raising the price of gold, but it 
is to be hoped that, in receiving this help, 
farmers have not acquired a permanent hab- 
it of depending upon government instead of 


on themselves.

The Answer 


From the Des Moines Register. 


HE American Agriculturist, published in 
T itnace, N, Y., recently printed an edi- 

torial comparing farm conditions:in the 
Northeast with farm conditions in the West. 
We reprint that editorial today. 

It is not an unfriendly utterance. It re- 
ports certain facts about comparative con- 
ditions that warrant thought—as to their 
real causes and as to policies for correcting 
them. The emphasis on land speculation as 
a factor in our past troubles is one. 

But the American Agriculturist, in its 
reference to our Western cash crop farm- 
ing, falls into the common error of superfi- 
cial critics by seeming to imply that it is 
the stupidity of our farmers themselves that 
has led them away from diversification. 

The logic ofthat, carried all the way, is 
simply that it was a great mistake to let 
our typical farming change from the self- 
sufficient type of our early days to the cur- 
rent type, in which we produce for a general 
market. Yet that whole development is a 
product of the Industrial Revolution. 

The Register freely grants that, even in 
our own area, we should aim to create con- 
ditions—observe that we say “create con- 
ditions’”—in which the typical farm could 
and would produce more things. 

It is not sound to produce, even under 
modern conditions, solely for a distant mar- 
ket, and then to buy everything, even most 
of the food, that the farm family consumes. 

We think the ideal farm is one that grows 
noteonly its basic commercial crops but also 


has an orchard with appies, plums, a few 
cherry trees, perhaps even a peach and a pear 
tree or two. We think it should have a 
real garden, not necessarily a big one, which 
would include berries, asparagus and other 
perennial vegetables, as well as annuals. 

In short, we think that, without setting 
up a spinning wheel in every farm and pro- 
ceeding to make every farm a Mahatma 
Gandhi kind of paradise, producing all its 
fiber, as well as food, and buying nothing 
from our industrialist friends, the ideal farm 
should be a better home for a family and 
should itself provide the family with variety 
and a degree of luxury in living. 

But among the things we have to do if we 
want to realize that, and to realize the finer 
social stability that would go along with it, 
is to face the tenancy problem. 

A type of farming characterized by large- 
scale, increasing and insecure tenancy can- 
not achieve these things. 


Also, it is necessary to keep in mind that 
the Western farm areas are peculiarly adapt- 
ed to, and are peculiarly efficient in, pro- 
ducing great crops of commercial products— 
wheat, corn, hogs and so forth. There is not 
the slightest prospect of such a revolution 
in our whole national set-up as to make it 
possible, even if it were desirable, for the 
Corn Belt to disengage itself from the great 
economic machine. 

Our national industries are dependent on 
us. We are dependent on them. The prob- 
lem is to establish, somehow, a workable 
and fair balance between us, to provide 
enough stability and security to our farm 
“factories” and the people who operate them 
to safeguard our national welfare. 

It is positively naive to talk as if West- 
ern farmers had just made a blunder, quite 
voluntarily, one which they could just as 
well not have made, when they responded to 
the resistless pressure of economic trends 
and developed “commercial farming.” 

It is positively naive to talk as if it was 
merely this “blunder” that is responsible 
for the farmer having turned to government 
for help in re-creating a national balance 
of the complex economic forces that our 
whole national “progress” has engendered. 

The answer to the nation’s agricultural 
problem is not to turn back the Western 
farm to a complete self-sufficiency. That is 
as absurd as it is impossible. 

The answer has to be one in which ex- 
isting and ineradicable conditions are taken 
for granted. It has to be one in which un- 
desirable and eradicable conditions are 
eradicated. It has to be one in which the 
farm population shall be considered entitled 
to share fully in the comforts, culture and 
richness of life of our machine civilization. 

We, too, hope that the farmer will not 
lose all his self-reliance in his current turn- 
ing toward government. We are not really 
much worried about that. 

But government alone has the power to 
erlable farmers to solve problems growing 
out of basic conditions of our economy. 

Government must help.

NEW SIGNS ROOSEVELT 
WILL CALL SESSION 


To Act on Sugar and Hous. 
ing Bills Shortly; Still 
Considers Trip West. 


By the Associated Press. 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 1— 
Signs increased in summer White 
House circles today that President 
Roosevelt would call a»special ses- 
sion of Congress. The Chief Exec- 
utive himself said he still had the 
question under advisement. 

Talking with newspaper men 
while watching the Dutchess County 
fair horse show at nearby Rhine- 
beck, the President said yesterday 
that he expected to act on the 
sugar quota and housing bill shortly 
and that he was still considering 
an extra session and a trip to the 
West Coast. 


if a special session were decided 
on it would come regardless of the 


action on the sugar bill, although 

a veto of that measure would make 

such a session more necessary. 
Sugar Law Expires Dec, 31. 

The existing sugar law, designed 
to stabilize the industry by divid- 
ing the domestic market among 
continental and off-shore producers 
and controlling production, expires 
Dec. 31 next. A veto of the new 
three-year bill, it was pointed out, 
would force an extra session to 
enact a new law or act on the veto, 
lest there be a period without any 
regulation. 

Sitting in an open car under a 
rough pine shelter at the fair 
grounds 12 miles from here, the 
President said he was talking with 
the State Department by telephone 
three times a day and the Govern- 
ment was still on a 24-hour watch 
as far as the Far East was con- 
cerned. He had no comment on 
recent developments in China. 

Vetoes Six Minor Bills. 

This morning he vetoed six minor 
bills. Two were for payment of 
claims against the Government by 
individuals. One would have au- 
thorized payment of a per capita 
sum to the Seminole Indians in Ok- 
lahoma and another would have 
provided per diem payments. to 
tribal delegates of the Klamath In- 
dians. Another would have author- 
ized payment of $860,098 to the 
Uintah, White River and Uncom- 
pahgre bands of Ute Indians for 
land appropriated for use by the 
United States. The sixth would 
have granted special concessions to 
homesteaders occupying lands on 
Indian reservations. 

The President had as a luncheon 
guest, Robert W. Bingham, Ambas- 
sador to London, and received a 
group of callers, including Edward 
F. McGrady, Assistant Secretary of 
Labor, who has been considering 
leaving the Government service for 
some time. 

Between additional work on bills, 
the President also saw Gov. Olin D. 
Johnston of South Carolina and 
Mrs. Maud Smith Rundall, superin- 
tendent of schools of Amenia, N. Y. 

The President leayes Thursday 
afternoon on the yacht Potomac 
for four or five days of fishing in 
Long Island Sound and around 
Block Island. He expects to have 
all left-over bills disposed of before 
h e embarks at Poughkeepsie. 

As for his future plans, he said 
he had none beyond Sept. 17 when 
he speaks at a Constitution day 
celebration -in Washington, but 
would start thinking about a West- 
ern trip in a few days.

DR. 6. H. SIMMONS DIES, 
EDITED MEDICAL JOURNAL 


Succumbs at Chicago at Age of 85 
After Undergoing Abdom- 
inal Operation.

CHICAGO, Sept. 1—Dr. George 
H. Simmons, 85 years old, editor 
emeritus of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, died 
in St. Luke’s Hospital today. He 
failed to rally from an abdominal 
operation performed last Wednes- 
day. 

He was general secretary of the 
American Medical Association from 
1899 to 1911, and editor of the as- 
sociation’s journal from 1899 to 1924. 

Dr. Simmons*was born in En- 
gland, Jan. 2, 1852, and came to the 
United States at the age of 18.

FEWER WHITE PUPILS 
60 TO HIGH SCHOOL 


By 


Attendance Declines in Last 
Seven Years—Negro En- 
rollment Gains. 


Public school officials, preparing 
for the reopening of the schools 
next Tuesday, have been examining 
records of the last 22 years, which 
show that high school attendance 
has declined from a peak reached in 
1935-36, and that attendance in the 
white grade schools has been de- 
creasing for seven years while that 
in Negro elementary schools has 


been increasing. 

Decline of the white birth rate 
and removal of many young fami- 
lies to the suburbs were two rea- 
sons for the reduced attendance at 
the white elementary schools, Su- 
perintendent of Instruction Henry 
J. Gerling said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

Until a few years ago, the in- 
crease of Negro grade stude was 
due largely to migration ffom the 
South, especially from Arkansas, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Tennes- 
see, the superintendent continued. 
In recent years, he said, this in- 
flux has declined, but the continued 
increase in attendance was in keep- 
ing with the Negro birth rate. 

Birth Rates Are Cited. 


The white birth rate fell from 
20.7 per 1000 population in 1915 
to 15.1 last year, while the Negro 
rate, in the same period, rose from 
14 per 1000 to 16.5, and even higher 
in the interval. 

An additional reason for the fluc 
tuation among the white pupils was 
linked by Dr. Gerling to the low- 
ering of the kindergarten age from 
6 years to 5 in 1914. The  in- 
creased attendance resulting from 
that change was reflected until the 
later 20s, he said, explaining: “Aft- 
er that wave went out at the top 
grade, the total attendance began 
to fall, but the result was not fully 
effective until about 1931.”. 

As to the attendance at white 
high schools, he pointed out that a 
large increase occurred in 1932-33, 
because of the depression, which 
deprived many children of the op- 
portunity to work, but left them 
free to pursue schooling farther 
than would otherwise have been the 
case. The current decrease in at- 
tendance he attributed to the gradu- 
ation of this extra group. 

The same situation existed partly 
in the Negro high schools, the su- 
perintendent went on. In addition, 
he said, a large number of Ne- 
groes arriving from the South and 
claiming the right to attend as resi- 
dents of St. Louis, added to this 
burden. He said that several hun- 
dred Negroes who asserted this 
claim without justification had been 
“weeded out” in the last school 
year. 

Fluctuation Is Charted. 

In the 22-ydhr period since the 
minimum age limit was fixed at 
5 years, the fluctuation of attend- 
ance has been as follows: 

Gross attendance increased 21.7 
per cent. 

Total white attendance in- 
creased 7.8 per cent. 

Total Negro attendance in- 
creased 211.8 per cent. 

White high school attendance 
increased 150.8 per cent. 

Negro high school attendance 
increased 264.3 per cent. 

White elementary attendance 
fell 9.2 per cent. 

Negro elementary school _at- 
tendance increased 188.8 per cnt. 

The proportion of enrolled Ne 
groes to the total number of stu- 
dents has been growing. In 1915- 
16 Negroes constituted 6.8 per cent 
of the total. Last semester they 
were 17.4 per cent. The problem 
of caring for them adequately has 
been growing, particularly because 
of the shifting of population in the 
city, making it difficult to estab- 
lish Negro schools in permanent lo- 
cations. : 

Many kindred problems have aris- 
en, concerning both whites and 
Negroes—questions of finance, 
number of teachers required, pro- 
vision of facilities and so on. Some 
white grade schools have been 
found to possess more room than

The year 1934-35 was the peak 
year of attendance, in total and 
for whites, with average daily at- 
tendance of 82,353 whites and 16,-

alone, 16,981, was reached last year. 
Officials have expected that to- 
tal attendance at the various classi- 
fications of schools in the year 
about to. open would continue to 
decrease, but that the level might 
show little change at the Negro 
high schools and a slight increase 
at the Negro elementary schools. 
Average daily attendance has 
been the factor under considera- 
tion, rather than average daily en- 
rollment. The enrollment always 
is somewhat the higher of the two, 
but does not reflect as well the 
actual burden on the system. 


QUAKERS OF 24 COUNTRIES

1000 at Swarthmore, Pa., to Discuss 
Spiritual, Economic, Political 
and Social Problems. 

SWARTHMORE, Pa., Sept. 1— 
Quakers from the United States 
and 23 foreign countries gathered 
today in this Philadelphia suburb 
for the second world conference of 
the Society of Friends since the sect 
was founded by William Fox in 
England in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. More than 1000 delegates— 
representing 50 yearly meetings and 
17 independent meetings—are at- 
tending. 

World conferences of the Society 
of Friends are not held at regular 
intervals, They are called only when 
a need is felt for such a meeting. 
The first world conference was held 
in England in 1920. 

Sessions will be held in the halls 
of Swarthmore College and on the 
campus of Haverford College, 
founded 104 years ago. Both were 
established by the Society of 
Friends. 

The conference will center its at- 
tention on a discussion of the atti- 
tude of Friends toward spiritual, 
economic, political and social prob- 
lems.

Spedking today on “the newspa- 
pers and civil liberties,” the Social- 
ist leader said newspapers de- 
termined in the largest degree the 
reality of freedom of discussion and 
the scope of the information upon 
which any worthwhile discussion 
must be based.

In many cities, however, Thomas 
asserted, leaders did not obtain true 
pictures of happenings of great so- 
cial consequence. “This generaliza- 
tion is true almost without excep- 
tion,” he continued, “when the 
mania of war is upon us. It is 
likewise true, but to a much less 
degree, in times of peace, especially 
when the bitterness of political or 
industrial conflict approaches war 
psychology.” 

He cited an alleged attack by po- 
lice on labor union headquarters. 
in Massillon, O., in July as “one of 
the worst examples of official viol- 
ence and lawlessness’ and declared 
newspapers generally failed to give 
their readers any idea of it. 

It was “unreasonable,” Thomas 
declared, to expect newspaper pub- 
lishers to be too far out in front 
of community sentiment. “But,” he 
added, “the success of papers which 
do a pretty fair job of covering 
news—the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
and the New York Times to name 
but two—shows that newspaper 
proprietors may have a decent pro- 
fessional pride and still keep out 
of the poorhouse.” 

“The price of peace,” Thomas 
said in his address last night, “is 
the price of a world where 
all men have free access not only 
to raw materials but all those 
things which the progress of our 
age has made necessary to their 
lives.”

“Cred- 
itor nations have the responsibility 
for the peace of the world,” she 
said. “America must be concerned 
with the abundant life for all 
nations.” 

Saying that a militarist dictator- 
ship would be set up in the United 
States in the next war, Thomas de- 
clared “a popular desire for peace 
was the only reason we have had 
so much peace.” But he described 
as a well founded fear “an accept- 
ance of the inevitability of another 
war.” 

The idea of seeking peace for de- 
mocracies through alliance against 
dictatorships was assailed by the 
Socialist leader in his prepared ad- 
dress, from which he frequently de- 
viated. 

The entry of the United States 
into such an alliance would lead 
to war eventually, Thomas said. 

“There are workers’ sanctions 
against war and for peace which 
may be far more effective than the 
militarization in the theory of col- 
lective security,” Thomas said. 


Application of Neutrality Law. 


Thomas criticised the application 
of the present neutrality law by the 
State Department. 

“Our Government feels compelled 
to respect the hypocricies of other 
nations, he said. ) 

“It has steadily refused to apply 
against Germany, Italy and Portu- 
gal the restrictions on trade which 
it has enforced against loyalist 
Spain, and this despite the fact 
that the dictators of those three 
countries are waging undeclared 
war against Spain. 

“If and when the (neutrality) law 
is enforced (in the Chinese-Japan- 
ese conflict) it will work wholly to 
the advantage of Japan, which is in 
a position that China is not—to 
come and get certain types of sup- 
plies on a cash-and-carry basis. 

“This is a matter which should 
be rectified by Congress.” 

He saw two ways, he said, by 
which the United States could make 
participation in war less likely— 
“by renouncing the profits of war, 
and by a new birth of genuine inter- 
nationalism among the workers of 
hand and brain throughout the 
world.” 


15 INFANTILE PARALYSIS CASES 
REPORTED IN CITY SINCE AUG. | 


Health Commissioner Does Not 
Consider Situation Alarming, 
Despite Increase. 

Fifteen infantile paralysis cases 
have been reported in St. Louis 
since: Aug. 1, Dr. Joseph F. Bre- 
deck, Health Commissioner, said to- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
While this number represents three- 
fourths of the total of 20 reported 
this year, and is twice the number 
in August a year ago, Dr. Bredeck 
said he did not consider the situa- 
tion alarming, as there is normallv 
an increase during summer months. 

In St. Louis County, two cases 
were reported in August—one in 
Richmond Heights and one in Ma- 
plewood—Dr. Theodore R. Meyers, 
County Health Commissioner, said. 

Eight new cases of encephalitis 
(sleeping sickness) were reported 
in St. Louis today, bringing to 79 
the total for the year, Dr. Bredeck 


| Said. Four of the eight were non- 


resident cases brought here for 
treatment, The county reported 
14 cases in August, most of which 
were treated in St. Louis hospitals, 
thus being included in the city to- 
tal of 68 for August. Both city and 
county officials eharacterized the 
situation as not serious.

portunity wherever they exist 
can be created. The advice of the 
agricultural expert should be sub- 
stituted for that of the speculator 
in worthless and semi-worthless 
lands.” 

The pamphlet reveals that fewer 
Negroes than whites received work 
relief in the East and West cotton 
belts, that Negroes in all agricul- 
tural groups received lower relief 
grants than whites, that fewer Ne- 
groes than whites in the cotton 
areas obtained capital goods and 
that Negroes received smaller ad- 
vances than whites of both capital 
and subsistence goods. This is as- 
cribed to the fact that the admin- 
istration of relief and rehabilitation 
was entrusted largely to the 
states. 

Amounts of relief given during 
June, 1935, in all regions combined, 
averaged $13 for farm owne $12 
for farm laborers and tenants, Bnd 
$9 for croppers. Advances for re- 
habilitation averaged $189, and 
ranged from $31 in the spring 
wheat area to $416 for whites in 
the western cotton area. Nearly 
three-fourths of the heads of farm 
families on relief were farmers by 
usual occupation, and more than 
one-fourth were farm laboiers.

TERRY SIGNS 
NEW CONTRACT 
FOR FIVE YEARS

NEW YORK, Sept. 1—The Nev 
York National League office today 
issued the following printed an- 
nouncement: “The New York Gi- 


ants and Manager. Bill Terry have 
agreed upon a new contract for 
five years, to run through 1942, and 
to cancel the contract now in ef- 
fect. The new contract will carry 
an increased salary, part of which 
is for additional duties in connec- 
tion with the operation of the New 
York Giants’ farm system.” 

The new contract disposed of 
rumors that Terry might move to 
Cleveland as general manager of 
the Indians, but did not settle the 
major point of dispute between Bill 
and Horace Stoneham. Terry has 
stated that he does not want to 
continue as field manager after 
this year and it is possible that 
the new assignment included a 
stpulation that Terry would be per- 
mitted to relinquish the manager- 
ial duties of a new field leader, 
satisfactory to bot: parties in the 
controversy, could be found. If 
this is true, Frank Frisch will be 
sought as successor to Terry, it is 
believed generally.

The New York 
baseball writers have taken up the 
cudgel and have stated openly that 
they will use all their influence to 


make the New York club see 
Frisch as the best possible candi- 
date for the job.

“It 
seems to me that that fact answers 
the question. 

Did that mean, Rickey was asked, 
that it was impossible that Frisch 
would be the 1938 manager of the 
Giants? 

“I do not care to answer that 
question,” Rickey replied. “I am 
not the man who names the man- 
agers of the Cardinals.

“When I fight that boy I don’t 
want to have to worry about my 
hands,” said Joe, “I'll be glad to 
rest.” 

Dr. Chester C. Ames who studied 


the negatives said they explained 
15 rounds of one-handed fighting 
by Louis. 

“The injuries to that right hand 
came from a crushing blow against 
a resisting object,” Dr. Ames said.

HETHER or not the late la- 

mented Mrs. O’Leary’s cow 

really kicked over the lamp 
which caused the great Chicago fire 
in 1871, is a matter upon which 
historians have never been able to 
agree. A newspaper reporter of the 
time blamed the whole thing on the 
O’Leary cow and even gave her a 
name. Called her Daisy, a title 
which was subsequently disavowed 
by the O'Leary family. Mrs. 
O’Leary herself washed her hands 
of the whole matter by saying that 
it didn’t happen at all and that the 
occupant of her barn was not 
named Daisy but Fanny. Fanny it 
might have been but Daisy some- 
how seemed more poetic and so 
Daisy O’Leary has come down in 
song and romance, as the cow who 
burned up Chicago. 

The movies have accepted the 
popular idea and when, some time 
this fall, you see “In Old Chicago,” 
you'll see Daisy O’Leary plant her 
off -hind-foot against a coal oil 
lamp and start the city ablazing. 
No trouble at all for Twentieth Cen- 
tury-Fox, makers of the picture, to 
erect block after blocks of Chica- 
go buildings in the manner of the 
1850-70’s. They do that sort of 
thing in the studios every day out 


here. No trouble either to hurn a 
few of those structures down and 
then all of them in miniature, That 
was a simple matter. The trouble 
came solely with Daisy O’Leary. 
They tried out a half dozen cow 
actresses but found them all pret- 
ty temperamental. Finally they got 
one prima donna who would stand 
still, but she absolutely refused to 
take a kick at a lighted lamp. No 
amount of urging would sway her 
so they rigged up a wire from her 
hind foot and, at the proper mo- 
ment, a couple of experts in such 
matters gave a yank and the trick 
and the lamp were turned. 

The whole thing is going to be 
pretty expensive for Darryl] Zanuck, 
the Twentieth Century-Fox boss. 
Of course it won’t run up to the 
$196,000,000 which the original 
blaze cost Chicago, but to build, 
and burn, reproductions of the Pal- 
mer House, Field, Leiter & Co.’s 
store, the City Hall, the Wells Far- 
go office and things like that will 
total around a million and a half, 
so that it will be quite a bonfire 
for the fans. 

Following a precedent in city 
burning established by the late Mr. 
Nero some centuries ago, there will 
be music. But it will do things 
more in the Hollywood manner. In- 
stead of the one fiddler which 
Rome had there will be a hundred, 
and while Maestro Nero may have 
hummed a tune while he wielded 
his bow a flock of the movie’s best 
voices will indulge in such classics 
as “I'll Never Let You Cry,” “I’ve 
Taken a Fancy to You” and “Take a 
Dip in the Sea.” Maybe its “Take a 
Dip in Lake Michigan,” but, any- 
way, the pieces were written espe- 
cially for the picture by composers 
who followed the styles in such 
things in 1871. They were rather 
familiar with styles in old music. 
Always have been. These special- 
ly written pieces will be mixed up 
with such one-time favorites as 
“We Never Speak as We Pass By,” 
“Come Home Father” and other 
guaranteed tear jerkers. 

And the fire was really a spec- 
tacular affair. According to Mr. 
Zanuck’s publicity department 30,- 
000 gallons of gasoline were used

conservative and trim that down 
to 300 gallons and you still have a 
rather good fire. Of course only 
a building here and there, care- 
fully isolated, on the big sets was 
touched off. The rest was done in 
miniature, the whole thing having 
been carefully and expensively: du- 
plicated on a small scale in a fire- 
proof building. It was an amazing 
thing to see this tiny, wonderful 
reproduction of old Chicago licked 
by equally tiny flames. They won't 
look small in the picture you see. 
Neither will the buildings. Every 
now and then shots of the bigger 
structures burning will be _ sand- 
wiches in with the miniatures so 
as to get a lot of firemen and the 
excited populace into action, and 
you'll never be able to figure out 
where the trick photography begins 
and ends. They’ve got some news 
reels, too, of very genuine holo- 
causts and bits of these will be 
pasted in here and there to make 
the biggest bonfire the cinema pal- 
aces have ever known. 


IFTEEN fire engines, of the 
F vintage of 1871, were secured 

for use in the picture, after a 
lengthy search which covered most 
of the United States. Furniture of 
the period was obtained from sec- 
ondhand shops and antique dealers 
in key centers of the country. Much 
of it came from an 1871 house, re- 
cently wrecked in Los Angeles. But 
a considerable number of pieces, 
unobtainable anywhere, had to be 
built to correspond: with prints of 
the furniture of the period, in the 
studio’s Own workshops. 


The studio took no chances dur- 
ing the filming of the fire scenes. 
Its own fire department, equipped 
with the latest devices, was con- 
stantly behind the scenes, lest the 
fire should get out of hand. And 
just to be sure that the fire ad- 
hered to the schedule laid out by 
the effect experts, a battery of fire- 
fighting equipment from the Los 
Angeles fire department was also 
on the spot. 

To film the lakeside scenes, the 
highest parallels ever constructed 
for a picture—towers 165 feet tall 
—were built. From the summit of

what will transpire before the cam- 
era and how much it will cost, but 
they can’t determine what will hap- 
pen to the leading members of their 
cast, 

Now, if Alice Brady hadn’t 
tripped over a light cable on one 
of the sets the production would 
have been finished at the time of 


‘ this writing. It so happened that 


she did trip over a cable, and as 
a result, production on the entire 
picture was closed down for more 
than two weeks. This delay was 
the second in the shooting of the 
picture. A month ago Alice Faye, 
during the filming of a music hall 
sequence, tripped on the hem of 
her gown and fell down a flight 
of stairs, injuring her back. That 
accident halted production a week. 

Curiously enough this same jinx 
which caused these two accidents 
and which may have given Miss 
Faye and Tyrone Power the bad 
colds that. interfered with their roles 
for a whole month, was with the 
picture at its conception. For the 
production chiefs at Twentieth Cen- 
tury-Fox had originally planned to

these the cameras could scan the 
complete picture of desolation and 
horror that the actual fire itself 
must have presented, To hold an- 
other bank of three cameras and 
a battery of arc lights, a “dolly,” 
20 by 30 feet, was constructed to 
run along tracks laid in an artifi- 
cial Lake Michigan. 

Altogether, seven outdoor sets of 
giant proportions were made for 
the’ picture. Interlor settings were 
scattered through five sound stages. 
One, illustrating the interior of the 
Nineteenth Regiment Armory, used 
as the scene of a free-for-all elec- 
tion dance battle among 500 ex- 
tras, filled an entire stage. 


But there’s always one difficulty 
with a big production like “In 
Old Chicago.” Studio technicians 
can calculate to the last degree just 


secure the late Jean Harlow for the 
lead feminine role in the picture 
now headed by Alice Faye. 

The first job of the scene builders 
was to reproduce the large portion 
of the city of 1854. On the studio’s 
recently acquired addition to its 
Westwood lot this set—covering an 
area of 60 acres—gradually rose to 
simulate the city of this peried, a 
sprawling cosmopolis of dirt streets, 
inhabited by settlers, frontiersmen, 
ruffians, sharp traders and all the 
other sturdy or warped souls who 
drifted through Chicago on their 
way to and from the American fron- 
tier, 

Against this background was 
filmed the prologue sequences of 
“In Old Chicago.” Through its mo- 
rassed streets rumbled the covered 
wagon bearing Alice Brady—as the 


newly widowed “Molly O’Leary’— 
and her three brave youngsters, on 
their way to fame and fortune. 


When these sequences had been 
filmed, the 1854 sets were rebuilt 
to match the Chicago of 1871. Dirt 
streets were paved, tracks for the 
horse-cars were laid. 

“The Patch,” tough section of old 
Chicago, which was out-dated by 
St. Louis’s own Kerry Patch, occu- 
pied an area of more than five 
square city blocks on the studio’s 
north-lot, and was also rebuilt to 
conform with the changes of 18 
years in Chicago’s growth. 

One of the chief problems was to 
secure enough costumes to clothe 
the army of extras used in the dis- 
aster sequences at the close of the 
picture, 

* « ,*s 

HEN the studio was confronted 

with the problem of housing this 

assortment of costumes and of 
checking them in and out. The 
men’s and’ women’s wardrobe had 
insufficient space. The problem 
finally was solved by erecting a 
four-pole circus tent adjacent to the 
women’s wardrobe. Another tent, 
nearly as large was put up solely 
for the purpose of housing the 500 
policemen’s, firemen’s and soldiers’ 
unfforms, used in some of the larg- 
er scenes. 

When the usual supply of dress- 
ing rooms on the lot was found to 
be hopelessly unequal to the task of 
caring for the extras two other cir- 
cus tents were erected near the 
larger of the street sets. 

Costumes for the principals—Ty- 
rone Power, Alice Faye, Don 
Ameche, Alice Brady, Andy Devine, 
Brian Donlevy, Tom Brown, Phyl- 
lis Brooks, Berton Churchill, June 
Storey and the others—were created 
in the studio wardrobe department. 
Many of the clothing appurtenances 
of the period were unobtainable and 
so the wardrobe had to make quan- 
tities of buttons, buckles and other 
knicknacks. 

“Daisy O’Leary,” the Jersey cow 
which was finally selected, was 


“discovered” on a farm in Stock- 


ton, Cal. With her three sisters, 
as “standins,” the bovine thespian 
was transported to Hollywood, 
where she now resides after her 
big dramatic moment of overturn- 
ing a lamp in Molly O’Leary’s barn. 

Although the essence of the story 
of “In Old Chicago” details the ro- 
mance of Tyrone Power and Alice 
Faye and weaves the adventures 
of “Molly O’Leary” with Alice Bra- 
dy, “Jack O’Leary,” Don Ameche 
and the others in the large cast; the 
sequence showing the great fire is 
the one that has aroused most cu- 
riosity among fans, who are anxious 
to know “how it was done” and 
“how much it cost.”

Use of Vaccine Best Way to 
Guard Against Disease, 
Doctor Declares.

AST summer, while traveling 
L abroad with a small party, I 
found by inquiry that about a 
fourth of them had not been vacci- 
nated against typhoid fever. 

This meant that although in gene 
eral one may have every confidence 
in the municipal water supply in 
England and France, I was come 
pelled to insist, since I was respone 
sible for the health and good cone 
duct of the party, that these unvac- 
cinated members must drink nothe 
ing but bottled water. This was be 
cause we were traveling in the 
countryside, eating in small towns 
and stopping at small inns for tea 
or refreshment. These small inns 
were frequently placed by the side 
of a stream, with the nearest set- 
tlement a small village which could 
hardly be expected to have an ade» 
quate health department. - 

Precautions under such circume 
stances are, still necessary, even 
though typhoid fever is a disap~- 
pearing disease. Even yet autumnal 
typhoid fever is due largely to in- 
fection contracted at “health” re- 
sorts, and has therefore been called 
a vacation disease. 

The decrease in typhoid fever is 
largely due to its decrease in large 
cities. And such cities do well to 
take adequate precautions. The 
law holds them just as responsible 
for adequate typhoid control as 
they are for adequate police con- 
trol or adequate protection at 
grade crossings. 

This is clearly set forth in a 
court decision which involved the 
city of Mankato, Minn. The drink- 
ing water here was furnished by 
four artesian wells, and during a 
flood in 1908 the sewer was allowed 
to back into them. A typhoid fever 
epidemic resulted and Delia Me- 
Keever and Kate F! ade 
ministratices of the estates of their 
husbands, who had died in the epé- 
demic, sued the City of Mankato 
for damages. The city demurred 
on the grounds that“as a govern- 
ment it was exempt because it was 
carrying out a government project, 
The Supreme Court of Minnesota 
held that “the State is liable if 
negligence can be proved.” 

This view that typhoid fever is 
not an “accident” but a piece of 
negligence is a far step from the 
time when an epidemic was con- 
sidered an act of God for which 
nothing could be done. 


The Mankatotepidemic just de- 


scribed illustrates also that typhoid 
fever is al] around us still ready 
to start in with the least contami 
nation of the drinking water sup- 
ply. There had probably been no 
typhoid in Mankato for some time, 
yet when the sewage from that 
healthy community backed into the 
drinking water supply, typhoid 
germs were present in abundance, 

This is seen also in the current 
year’s report on typhoid in the 
large cities of the United States. 
While the progress is excellent, and 
the death rates the lowest of rec- 
ord, still there were 24 cities with 
no deaths from typhoid in 1935 and 
only 18 in 1936. 

This means eternal vigilance, 
and while the water supply will be 
watched by all health departments, 
an accident may occur at any time, 
and the best protection any school 
child can have is individual. per- 
sonal prophylaxis with typhoid va 
cine, |

Vanilla Ice Cream 
Two cups whole milk. 
One cup sugar. 
Two eggs. 
One-quarter teaspoon salt. 
Two teaspoons vanilla extract. 
Two cups whipping cream. 


One tablespoon glycerine. 

Scald milk in double boiler. Re- 
serve two tablespoons sugar and 
add remainder to well beaten egg 
yolks. Add salt. Slowly pour scald- 
ed milk over egg mixture, stirring 
thoroughly. Add two teaspoons 
glycerine. Return to double boiler 
and continue stirring until cooked 
to the consistency of thin custard. 
Cool and add two teaspoons vanilla 
extract, 

Beat egg whites until nearly stiff 
and add the two tablespoons sugar 
and one teaspoon glycerine. Beat 
until sugar is thoroughly combined. 
Fold beaten whites into the custard. 


Place in freezing tray with dial set 
at No. 1 (or fastest freezing point), 

When custard begins to freeze, re« 
move from tray and fold in’ the 
cream, beaten until thick, but not 
stiff. Freeze at No. 1—then reset 
dial to No. 3. 

Note: Stirring while freezing 
should be unnecessary if egg whites 
and cream? are properly beaten and 
properly incorporated.
